Anton Meyer was born in 1842 in Wurtemberg, Germany, and as a young teenager worked at a small 
brewery there. He emigrated to America at age 16 and, after a brief stay in this city, moved to 
Cincinnatti, Ohio, where he worked at a large brewery, eventually becoming foreman after learning the 
fine arts of the brewing business.
